Adams county in 1921 sold for $180,- 
379.15,

Agriculture. 
This county .produced 
over half a million pounds of butter 
and the farm er received an average 
price of thirty five cents a 
pound. 
In only two other counties was the 
price less. 
Adams does not rank higTPTh the 
production of 
butter in the 
state. 
There are eleven counties that

pounds of butter. 
The average price 
for the output here is nine cents

pound lower

state. The butter output for the state 
is estim ated to have been worth six­

F irst hunters’ licenses to be revoked 
by the State Game Commission under 
the act of 1921 were taken 
away by

on any new ones for killing game out 
of season, illegal kills of deer and ex­ 
ceeding bag limits established by the 
1921 amendments 
to the game code.

An anonymous letter has been for­ 
warded to Dr. George C. Stock, for­ 
merly of G ettysburg but now head of 
the veteran** division of the Saranac 
Lake hospital, urging him to be on 
the look-out 
for several 
ex-service 
men whom the letter states will wage 
violence against him and several other 
doctors mentioned in the epistle un­ 
less 
conditions at 
the 
sanatorium 
change. 
The letter was sent to the 
chief of police at Saranac and was 
forwarded to the four doctors men­ 
tioned. 


The police have accepted the letter 
as bona fide and have made it public 
in the belief that these men should be 
on their guard since 
Dr. Robert C. 
Paterson was murdered in his office, 
the day before Christmas and sim ilar 
outbreaks are likely to occur at any 
time on the part of men who have 
become morbid and demented. 
The letter follows in part: 
“At present there are three danger­ 
ously demented cases at liberty in this 
town. 
Two of these are form er serv­ 
ice men declared insane over a year 
ago by prominent physicians in town. 
“One of the men is at liberty carry­ 
ing a loaded revolver ‘trying to get 
crazy enough to shoot up the place,’ 
also going to ‘blow Packard’s brains 
out’ if he didn't put him on his feet 
in six months.

MARKET, HE SAYS 


oats to pay for one day’s work of a 
mechanic, the farmer cannot 
build 
many houses and barns or buy much 
machinery. 
It takes half an acre of corn to buy 
a hat 
or 
a cheap 
pair of 
shoes, 
though wool is worth next to nothing 
and dead animals are not worth skin­ 
ning. 
With all the unemployment 
that is agitating the country, n >body 
will work on the farm for what the 
farmer himself can make after fur­ 
nishing land and tools and managerial 
ability. 


“Under these conditions the farmer 
is necessarily out of the market as a 
buyer except for the barest necessi­ 
ties. 
This means that a full third of 
our population 
is gradually 
being 
forced back to the self-sufficing sys­ 
tem, and the effects of it will be felt 
in general business in spite of all the 
optimism 
which assumes 
that we 
have turned the corner. 
Many Causes. Few Remedies 
“There are many causes and 
few 
remedies except by the slow process 
of readjustment. 
The United States 
is able as yet to absorb most of its 
manufactured output, especially at a 
price, but it is not able to absorb the 
food products of a series of fat years 
with bumper crops. 
That is because 
of the difference in commodities. 
“ If the price is right, the 
public 
may use five or six times as much 
clothing, or two or 
three times as 
many automobiles as it would use if 
prices were high, but the amount of 
food which it will consume will not rise 
much above 
the normal 
needs, no 
matter what the price. 
“Central 
Europe, which 
has long 
taken our surplus foodstuffs, is now 
practically out of the market, because 
its money is rapidly becoming worth­ 
less. 
Her financial conditions 
have 
been getting gardually 
worse every 
year since the armistice, and 
until 
Europe can revive our surplus food 
will 
move only 
at extremely 
low’ 
prices. 
“ No doubt, marketing methods can 
be greatly improved,’ but to blame the 
middlemen and the profiteer 
for the 
present 
conditions 
is 
absurd. 
We 
might as well blame 
them for the 
war.”
